Following is the statement of the 


unions left at this office Saturday: 


Messrs: The Ladies Federal union, 


No. 8,405 and the Federal Labor union 
No. 8,170 in joint session, March 29, 
1901, unanimously adopted the follow, 
ing, viz:

vertising company have refused to 
recognize any union or any committee 
of their employes while at the same 
time they have banded themselves in- 
to a union to oppress their employes 
that they must submit to a 16f reduc- 
tion on and after April 1,1901, while 
at the same time the beads of 
these firms increase their own salaries

street and the claims so often made 
hat asphalt at SI.64 and a fraction 
was no good anything relative to that 
horoughfare not only interests the 
jeople who paid for the paving, but 
he entire city. 


Since the frost came out of the 


ground the statement has often been 
made that Chestnut street was going 
to pieces and the coming of warm 
weather would transform toe bard gov- 
ernment to a soft spongy mass, unfit 
'or travel and an eyesore that should 
be replaced by brick. 
Engineer Han- 


,on, who knows a thing or two re- 
garding asphalt, put all fears of this 
sort to rest. 


"Chestnut street is not completed." 


he said to THE AGE, "and when it is 
it will be right before Coshocton ac- 
cepts it. We wilL make a close in- 
spection^ of the contract from Second 
street to the east side of Ninth 
before 
it 
is 
taken 
off 
the 


contractor's 
hands, 
and 
every 


defect will 
be remedied or 
the 


balance on the contract 
will 
be 


witheld. However, the company has 
its plant here and can easily make the 
repairs needed. The weather has not 
been such as to permit of the finishing 
touches but it is possible the company 
will begin wor,k this week. 


"The most important defect is on 


the square between Fourth and Fifth 
streets. Last fall the company work- 
ed bard to finish up before the big 
frosts came and while the finish- 
ing touches were being 
put on 


the steam roller 
broke. 
The as- 


phalt had only been rolled once 
but it was deemed advisable to cover 
up that part without delay and com- 
plete the task in the spring. 
That 


gave us a good street during the win 
ter. and we did not have the trouble 
experienced on some other streets. 
That part of the street will become 
spongy soon, and we can then tell just 
where the trouble lies. It will be 
taken up and replaced in the right 
way. 
I think the space is about 40 


feet long and ttie entire width of the 
street. 


"The company have some cleaning 


to do before the street is accepted. 
Stones and boulders were thrown 
back of the curbing where the grsfes 
plot is to be, and these must be clear 
ed away. In one or two places the 
steam roller ran upon the cuib and 
knocked it out of line. Of course that 
must, be icset and pub in the condi- 
tion called for in the contract. 
When 


these things are clone I believe the 
street will be all right and will please 
the most critical. 


•'Some complaint has been made be- 


cause the paying is developing a spon- 
gyness in some places and the imprint, 
of the caulk of a horse's shoe is occas- 
ionally seen. 
We expect tha . It 


is 
the 
nature 
of 
an 
asphalt, 


pavement and may continue for .some 
time, but it does not signify the pav- 
ing is defective. 
As time passes this 


will all clear away, and the longer it 
is down the better it will be. It takes 
some time lor asphalt to settle an3 
bind to the ground, but eventually it 
becomes a part of the earth it covers. 
There need be no fear because hoof 
marks are now seen on the street 
unless they seem to cut into the pav- 
ing. 
However that can only be de- 


termined by close inspection and that 
will be made before the street is ac- 
cepted."

Omaha, April 1.—General Fitzhugh 


Lee. 
at a banquet giren in his honor 


at the Omaha club, said: "Cuba had 
its status fixed by the Teller resolu- 
tion in the act declaring war against 
Spain. Upon that resolution the Unit- 
ed States disclaims any intention of 
exercising sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over the island of Cuba, except 
for the pacification thereof, and-when 
that is accomplished the government 
of the island should be turned over to 
Its own people. That solemn declara- 
tion is binding on our government, and 
in my opinion will be, and should be, 
rigidly adhered to."

I no unfair advantage may be taken by 
i the nation over whose territory our 
f projected canal is to pass. 
And this 


' safety must be assured by a national 
compact, to which all parties must 
subscribe before using any of the ad- 


i vantages which this canal would af- 
] ford. Nor should any nation be al- 


j lowed to profit by coming in at the 
eleventh hour and sharing equally 


I with those who have borne the heat 


> and burden of the day. 


i There has been a terrible time 
1 among the politicians this week. One 


i party says that if Odell and Senator 
! Platt meet it won't be many moments 
: before there are wigs on the green. 
Senator Platt would be the smallest 
, loser, "for he had no hair on the top 


j of his head, in the place where the 
wool ought to grow." It is a mighty 
pretty quarrel as it stands, and it 
doesn't look as though either party 
was intent on murder. Since writing 
the above the belligerants have come 
together and now walk with their 
arms 
around 
each other's necks. 


Blessed is peace. 


Passing along Broadway some time 


since, I stopped before the showcase 
of 
an 
eminent photographer and 


among the rest I saw a face that 
brought, back a cloud of happy memor- 
ies, with no sorrow to mar their 
beauty and content. It went back to 
an English home, in which I was an 
honored guest, enjoying a hospitality 
rich and rare, such as is seldom guar- 
anteed to any of the children of men 
this side the gates of pearl and gold.

to 


see what our brothers 
and sis- 


ters are doing on the other side of the 
Atlantic. Syndicates are being form- 
ed for the purpose of buying up vari- 
ous classes of business. It is only 
about ten years since the 
syndi- 


cate in London attempted to buy up 
all the great business of our wcst.The 
purchase required millions of dollars 
but they were readily procured as 
soon as it was demonstrated that the 
business was profitable. 
The princi- 


ple that London %vorked on through- 
out Great Britain and her colonies 
was that if interest was so high in 
the 
United States, 
surely money 


could be procured in England and 
other countries on the continent of 
Europe. There is a large amount of 
profit left for invfstnrs where capital 
could be procured at one-half the rate 
of interest required in the United 
Sta'tes. 


Sharp business men were sent to 


the United States to procure options 
on classes of business whose products 
were consumed every day and have to 
be replaced by new stock;sugar,starch 
and every article of food consumed by 
man. 
In the United States money 


was loaned readily at 5 and 6 per cent, 
while in England it was 3 or 31 per 
cent. 
Among the interests in which 


the United States clashed mostly 
with England, the refining of sugar, 
was most prominent. 


If the 
announcement had been 


made 50 years ago that our national 
congress bad expended in a single ses- 
sion over one thousand four million* 
of dollars, it would have created a 
r«Tolutt«pnkilft the land that might 
liar* *S»k*n fata rtpabltc from turret 
to foundation atone.

of trade. - A new hotel projected by 
William Waldorf Astor, which I men- 
tioned in a former letter, will not be 
less than 20 stories high, affording 
ample accommodation to la Jthousand 
or fifteen hundred guests. 


The increase ot power or volume 


and rapidity of action,;seerns to have 
become a mania of which, norm«n liv- 
IDK can see the end.

LOCK UP THE CHICKENS 


The Ordinance Becomes Operative Today 


For Six Months. 


If you are the proud owner of game 


or laying chichens, ugly chickens or. 
any other kind of chickens see that; 
they are locked up at once. 


The ordinance provides that be- 


tween April 1 and November 1 no 
fowl shall be allowed to roam the 
streets of Coshocton. It must be se- 
curely fastened in a coop that is at 
least 50 feet from a residence and 25 
feet from a street.. The tine for per- 
mitting chickens to run at large is $5, 
with an added,$5 for every day from 
the first of April. Doctor Foster will 
do his best to enforce the law. 


The law against pigs also goes into 


jffect today. No pigs will be permit- 
ted in the city limits until Nov. 1. 
The health code should be so worded 
as to prohibit the keeping of pigs at 
all times.

menced looking to the recovery of the 
bonus if the mill was not placed in 
operation. The board was in earnest 
and District Manager Ciine noUned 
the members Saturday that arrange- 
ments were being made to operate 
the plant. It will be started as soon 
as material can be secured and^a 
force organized. Many of the employ- 
es have left Dennison and are now 
employed in other towns. 


The tr^st is also in danger of hav- 


ing trouble with Dresden, that place 
having decided to make a move if the 
company does not start the plant very 
soon.
